CHILDREN MARCH
IN PLEA FOR PEACE

Sixteen Girls Bearing Golden
Crosses Act as Mayor's
Messengers in Demonstra-

tion—Churches Aid.

Bixteen little girls, In Immaciinte white,
each carrying a large white flag deco-
rated with a large golden crosk, were
sent by Mayor Blankenburg this after-
noon Ax messengers of peace o more
than 100,000 Christlan men, women Aand
children, assembled In 18 sections of the
city, Jolnlng In what probably waa the
greatost church demonstration esver held
In Philadelphla.

The occasion was the fAifth annual Sun-
day school parade of the Philadelphin
County Sunday School Assvclation, but
it was far more than a parade, It wha
n monster demonstration made by men,
women and children in more than a score
| of seotlonal parades, It was a magnifl-
cent appeal for peacs throughout fthe
world. .

In these days when all the leading
nations of Burope nre engaged Ih ter-

' rible conflicta, the officlala of the Sunday

Sehool Association declded to make the
demonstration ono for peace,
Mayor Blankenburg and other prominent
men of the city jolned heartily In the

| movement. The result wan that a big
! gentral meeting was held in the Cham-

bers-Wylla Presbyterian Church, Broad
street, below Pine, and the 16 white-cind
children, ranging In ages from 1 to 10
years, were thera presanted with the per-
ronal messnge from the Mayor, and were
escorted by the HReview Committes to
thelr differsnt sectionul assemblies where
the messages were turned over to the
marshals In charge and read to the thou-
pands of waiting Sunday school officers,
teachers and pupils,
CHURCHES MAKE APPEAL.

The meeting In the Chambers-Wylle
Chureh was an enthusiastic appeal for
peace and good-will to all men. Follow-
ing the slnging of “Htand Up for Jesus,'
a peace prayer was offered by the Rev.
Dr. J. Grant Newman, the pastor, and
then John Walton, president of the County
Aesociation, apoke a brief word of wel-
come., This was followed by more sing-
ing and greeting by John Wanamaker
and President Russell H., Conwell, of
Temple U'niversity. Then came the ape-
cial demonstration for peace.

George H. Streaker, chilrman of the
general committee In charge of the
paradesa and meetings, recelved on the
platform little Richard Moore, who ear-
rled a beautiful Amerlean flag, and the
rhm‘ wns f{ollowed by the 16 amnll girls,
| who unfurled thelr banners of gold and
| white. Director Harte, of the Department
of Health, as the representative of Mayor

Blankenburg, spoke briefly to the voung

courlers and then sent them nway, each

with the Mayor's peace message tightly
clnsped In her hand.

The Cretle was scheduled to sal at
noon for Genoa and Mediterransan porgs
with a cargo of cotton,

A sallor (discoverad the blaze |n for.
ward hateh No. 3 and sounded the fire
alarm. Captain Howarth, muaster of the
Hner, led the fire fighting force of rall-
ors, while city firemen under Deputy Chist
Martin fought to save the big ship from
destructlon,

The city Aremen had not been Etithe
moned Immediately, as Captain Hownarth
belleved his firemen could put oyt the
blaze. As the cotton became lgnitad
however, the blaze spread to rUch m;
extent that putside ald wan hurrisdly
summoned, e firebonts Duane and Wil
lett rushed to the acens and hurled tona
of water over the forward deck of the
liner.

In the meantime, the smoke poury
skyward caused Intense excltement n!n::
‘E'ﬂﬁ( streot  and In  the vicinity ot
Elghteonth streot, s persons bolisvaq
that the White Star pler was ablaze,

Lylng next to the Cretle was the great
liner Olymple, which wan scheduled to
sall for Liverpool. The pler was crowded
with this liner's poassengers and thety
friends. In thelr excitement men and
women ran aimlessly about on the plep
in the way of the firemen and hampering
tha Nre-Nghters.

After a vigorous three-hour battlo the
firemen were able to control the flames,
